Yet if she is 29 
pounds or so overweight she feels 
that she cannot be happy until her 
figure is nearer the normal size for 
her age and height. Wxercise alone 
is not sufficient to bring her weight 
down because it gives her a raven- 
ous appetite. 

The sensible solution ef this prob- 
Jem must lie In a moderate restric- 
tion of diet. By making a few 
changes in the accustomed diet it is 
possible to lose weight gradually and 
healthfully. For example, suppose 
Miss Fatty's breakfast usually con- 
sists of two cups of coffee with 
amand suger; cereal, also with 
cream and sugar; bacon and eggs 
or frankfurters and two or three 


slices bread and butter. It may 
be changed as follows: One-half 
Srepefrult without sugar; cerea) 


with milk and sugar, « poached or 
soft boiled egg, two slices of whole- 
wheat bread thinly buttered. 

Mies Fatty'’s usual luncheon in- 
cludes perhaps baked beans, poiato 
salad, a ham gandwich, a cup of 
coffee or tea with eugar and a slice 
of cake or ple. A better-balanced 
menu for her type consists of one 
whole-wheat sandwich containing 
pimento cheese, sliced tomato and 
lettuce, an apple dumpling and a 
glase of milk, or a bow! of clam 
chowder wit", soda crackers. If 
eaten slowly, the latter menu will 
prove just as satisfying as the for- 
mer that is too rich in starch. 

Instead of cating a heavy dinner 
composed of cream soup, ro1zst beef. 
mashed potatoes, peas, caiined corn, 


thick gravy, hot bread, coffee, pas- 
try and perhaps bonbons, Miss 
Fatty should rearrange her met

Although it seems trivial I con- 
sider the pepper games the beat bit 
of training a pitcher can get. Why 
this bunting? Did you ever stop to 
consider what it brings in to play? 

Helps Eyce 

Fielding in bunting sharpena the 
eye, strengthens the musclea of the 
stomach and helps considerably on 
control. 

There ig quick, snappy ection In 
those bunting games. You are hop- 
ping around, exercising the legs and 
loosening the muscles of the entire 
body. 

The wind is put to a aevere*teat 
in the bunting game. A fellow starta 
puffing and unless he {a in shape, he 
is down early, The fellow who standa 
up the longest in this playful round 
is the one who fa in the beat of con- 
dition. 

Pitchers go tn too much for the 


cubbing tables, hot Iiniments and 
atiff massaging. I have found an oc- 
casional rub of olive oll the beat 
atuff for the arm, No hot liniments 
—-remember that! I don't know who 
the trainer waa who Introduced the 
hot Iniment and atiff rub,-but hae 
was all out of order, 
One Way of Alex's 

When the muaclea of the back 
start aching after the first weok'n 
work, get out by yourself, take a 
ball and, leaning slightly back, just 
toas the ball not more than three 
feet high and catch it down close 
to the chest, Work on thia for 10 
minutes morning and afternoon. 

Condition the legs and the wind 
before you start taking the kinks 
out of the pitching arm. 

Working in the outfield also helpa 
strengthen the lega and increasea the 
wind of a pitcher. Thia sort of work 
should be done with good judgement 
T think it 1s a mistake on the part 
of any pitcher to try for sensational 
catches while getting some work tn 
the outfield. There ie always the 
chance of a leg injury or a broken 
finger. 

Just “Shag” 'Em 

The real value of outfield work for 
a pitcher ia the “shagging of the 
ball, The catch means nothing to hia 
condition, while the effort expended 
in going after the ball means much,

has achieved her greatest glory.
